Out of o population of about 
20, 000, almost 2, 000 people perished. 
• Excavations first began in 1748. Each year they brought forth 


additional bits of oncient art and architecture. World War II inter­ 
rupted the work, but it is proceeding once more at on “ all out'* 
pace, under the auspices of the Italion government. More than 1, 000 
workers are engaged in the operation. Already parts of the one-time 
cattle market and zoo have been uncovered. Volcanic layers, in 
some places 20 feet deep, have been removed to reveal villas, 
streets and shops of the old city. With the new excavations, pictured 


here, it is estimated that Pompeii will be uncovered in five years.
